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Counseling 
program 
benefits 
refugees

SAN DIEGO — As many refugees in the 
San Diego diocese are discovering, 
resettling in another country can prove to 
be as stressful as remaining in one’s 
troubled homeland. 

Over 90,000 refugees arrive in the 
United States each year and between 
150-200 come to San Diego each month. 
Many of those refugees bring with them 
problems from their homelands and are 
thrust into a new culture, adding to, or 
causing new problems. 

The Department of Refugee 
Resettlement of Catholic Charities has 
begun a Personal Counseling Program for 
refugees with mental health disorders. 

The federally funded program was 
started in July and serves refugees from 
Eastern Europe, Vietnam, Ethiopia, 
Cambodia, Laos and Afgahnistan. 

It is the first time money has been given 
for a mental health program for refugees, 
explained Dr. William Moredock, clinical 
psychologist and director of counseling for 
Catholic Charities of the diocese.

ALCALA PARK — “To say the 
rosary with all the people’’ is why more 
than 3,500 Catholics from around the 
diocese packed the bleachers at the 
University of San Diego Stadium 
Sunday night, Oct. 1. 

Those words of Clarita Benenati of 
St. Therese parish in Del Cerro 
reflected the feelings of others who 
gathered for the sixth annual Rosaries 
for Peace prayer and candlelight 
procession, with Bishop Leo T, Maher 


presiding. 

‘J just love Mary. I say the rosary 
every day. I came here because I 
wanted to say the rosary with all the 
people,’ Benenati said after the 
90-minute ceremony. 

Rosaries for Peace is a national 
laymen’s prayer crusade that kicks off 
every October. The church has 
dedicated October as the month of the 
rosary. The feast of Our Lady of the 
Rosary is Oct. 7. 

Father Donald Buchanan, associate 
pastor of St. John of the Cross, Lemon 
Grove, gave the crusade roots in San 


Diego six years ago. After hearing 
about it from other areas, he bagan the 
rosary gathering at St. John parish. 

‘‘Each year the numbers grow, and 
more and more parishes participate,’’ 
said Lois Rogers, who helped organize 
the event. 

‘People are becoming more aware 
that peace in the world and in their 
own personal lives will have to be 
peace from God. It’s a very moving 
sight to see thousands coming together 
with one heart and one mind,’ said 
Rogers, a parishioner of Mary, Star of

“It answers a tremendous need,’’ said 
Moredock. Many refugees suffer from 
post-traumatic stress disorder, such as the 
Afgahnistans, who, years ago, were 
exposed to much violence and now reel the 
effects of that trauma, he explained. 

Moredock said that mental health 
disorders, which seem to be at ahigh levelin 
this area, include alcoholism, domestic 
violence and everyday family problems. 

The fact that refugees are resettling and 
experiencing language, cultural and 
economic barriers make their problems 
more pronounced, he added.

Pope and Anglican leader work toward unity

VATICAN CITY — While it is not clear how 
differences dividing Roman Catholics and Anglicans 
can be resolved, the two churches will continue working 
toward full communion, said a declaration signed Oct. 2 
by Pope John Paul II and the spiritual leader of the 
worldwide Anglican Communion. 

“‘No pilgrim knows in advance all the steps along the 
path,’’ said the declaration signed by the pope and 
Anglican Archbishop Robert Runcie of Canterbury, 
England, during a meeting in the pope’s private library. 

The declaration urged ecumenists ‘‘and all others 
engaged in prayer and work for visible unity’’ not to 

‘@ninimize the differences between the two 


denominations. 

“‘The question and practice of the admission of 
women to the ministerial priesthood in some provinces 
of the Anglican Communion prevents reconciliation 
between us even where there is otherwise progress 
toward agreement in faith on the meaning of the 
Eucharist and the ordained ministry,’’ the declaration 
said. 

‘‘While we ourselves do not see a solution to this 
obstacle,’’ the pope and archbishop wrote, 
conversations and theological examinations of the issues 
involved ‘‘will in fact help to deepen and enlarge our 
understanding.”’ 

The declaration renewed support for the work of the 
Second Anglican-Roman Catholic International 
Commission and welcomed the Anglican Communion’s 


acceptance of the 1982 final report by the commission’s 
predecessor. 

‘This report is currently also being studied by the 
Catholic Church with a view to responding to it,’’ the 
declaration said. 

The pope and Archbishop Runcie asked ‘‘our clergy 
and faithful not to neglect or undervalue that certain yet 
imperfect communion we already share.”’ 

Anglicans and Roman Catholics share faith in God, 
in Jesus, in the Holy Spirit and a common baptism in 
the name of Christ, the declaration said. They read the 
same Scriptures and recite the same creeds. 


‘‘This communion should be cherished and guarded 
as we seek to grow into the fuller communion Christ 
wills,’’ the declaration said.

As we reflect on the Mission Church during October and the period 
of Mission Sunday, it gives us pause to remember what has been 
endured by way of martyrdom in mission territory. 

Japan is an excellent example, where more than 30,000 Christians 
were massacred in 1637. The torture knew no bounds. First they were 
made to trample on a holy picture or image and renounce their faith.

So that death would not come too speedily a small hole was drilled in 
their heads, giving them more time to reflect and deny their faith. If 
this was not enough some were tortured with boiling water, while 
others were hung on crosses built by the sea so that the rising tide killed

No place to 
lay their heads 


“Foxes have holes, and the birds of the air have nests; 
but the Son of Man has nowhere to lay his head.’’ This 
lament of Jesus, recorded the gospels of Matthew and 
Luke, rings true today for the millions of Americans 
who literally have no place to lay their heads. 

On Saturday, Oct. 7, hundreds of thousands of 
people will demonstrate outside the nation’s Capitol 
building in Washington, D.C., demanding that 
Congress take action to end homelessness, fund the 
creation of affordable housing and restore funds for 
federal housing programs. ‘‘Housing Now!’’ will be 
their cry. It is a cry that can be heard in every city and 
hamlet in our country as the spectre of homeless men, 
women and children becomes ever more visible. 

How is it that 3 million citizens in the world’s richest 
country have no place to lay their heads? How is it that 
families with children represent the fastest growing

sector of the homeless population? How is it that a 
recently released congressionally-funded study predicts 
that an additional 19 million Americans will face the 
prospect of homelessness in the next 15 years? 

While there are many reasons for the homelessness of 
different individuals, one of the primary factors is the 
lack of affordable housing in our country. In the last 
nine years, Congress has reduced the federal housing 
assistance program by nearly 75 percent. In 1980, it 
stood at $32 billion. Today, it stands at $7.5 billion. 

Four years ago, nearly 10 percent of all renter 
households (3 million people) spent more than 70 
percent of their income for housing. Sixteen million 
people today spend more than 35 percent of their income 
for rent while 8 million families pay more than 60 
percent of their income for rent. 

At the same time, only one third of all American 
families who meet the government’s eligibility standards 
for federal housing subsidies actually receive them. And 
there is a two year wait in many cities for Section 8 
federal housing assistance. 

In California, estimates of the number of homeless 
people range upwards to 250,000. One third of the 
“‘golden’’ state’s homeless are families. While state 
officials estimated that 30,000 families would apply for 
assistance under the state Homeless Assistance 
Program, more than 72,000 families actually applied for 
that aid last year. 

In our ‘‘golden’’ state, more than 4 million people 
earn less than $7,050 annually and pay more than 60 
percent of that income for rent. California has one of the 
lowest rates of home ownership in the country and has 
the largest shortage of very low income rental housing in 
the nation. The state currently expends 64 cents per 
capital on low-income housing and homeless programs 
compared to $17.80 in Massachusetts, $5.34 in New 
York, and $3.73 in Maryland. 

In San Diego, the picture is even more bleak as the 
cost of housing continues to skyrocket. San Diego was 
rated the least affordable city in the country, according 
to studies by U.S. News and World Report and Real Estate 
Network. More than 40 percent of the households in 
‘‘American’s Finest City’? meet low income criteria — 
25 percent of those are very low income (a family of four 
earning $18,250). There is a gap of $265 between 
affordable rent for this population group and the market 
rate in our city. 

San Diego’s reputation as a tourist center means that 
there is a great need for service workers. In a family of 
four here, with both parents earning minimum wage, 
their combined annual salary would be $17,680, 
qualifying them for very low-income status. A family 
earning a median income of $36,000 can qualify for a 
home loan of $105,000. But the median price for a home 
in San Diego was $170,000 six months ago. 

“‘Housing Now!”’ should be the cry of all Americans 
this weekend. We should demand that Congress take a 
look at its spending priorities over the past several years. 
In 1980, 29 million Americans were below the poverty 
level. That figure jumped to 33 million last year. A 
nation that spends $44 on defense for every single dollar 
spent on housing assistance has not heard the Gospel. 

If Congress can find $150 billion to- bail out our 
savings and loan industry, it can find the money to 
restore the federal housing assistance budget to its 
previous level nine years ago. That would be a start. No 
nation can call itself great or even civilized when 
increasing numbers of its citizens have no place to lay 
their heads.

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Archbishop Romero’s legacy 


“‘Romero,’’ now playing in movie theaters across the 
country, including the Park Theater in San Diego, is a 
remarkable event. Not only the first Catholic-sponsored 
movie ever shown in commercial theaters, it’s also a 
quite different view of Central America — and the role 
the church is playing there — than most Americans 
have seen. 

The movie shows the Archbishop of San Salvador 
being murdered while celebrating Mass on March 24, 
1980. The killer has never been arrested but he is widely 
believed to be part of the U.S.-financed Salvadoran 
army. 

In El Salvador and throughout Latin America, 
Archbishop Romero has given people a rallying point. 
An estimated 100,000 came to his funeral, although 
people knew they were risking their lives. The army did 
fire on the crowd during the funeral mass, killing several 
people. 

Archbishop Romero’s courage has inspired millions 
of ordinary people to demand their rights. Today the 
Archdiocese of San Salvador’s Human Rights Office 
continues the work which he began. Its director says, 
““He has become a symbol for all of us.’’ 

The U.S. Catholic bishops were deeply affected by 
Archbishop Romero’s example at the time they decided 
to write both the peace pastoral and the economics 
pastoral. é 

Archbishop Quinn of San Francisco, then President 
of the National Conference of Catholic Bishops, 
attended Archbishop Romero’s funeral. He told the 
U.S. bishops a few weeks later, ‘‘I have no doubt that in 
some ways it might have been easier for him to keep 
silent, to restrict himself to prayer and to limit himself to

what are commonly called ‘strictly religious concerns’.’’ 
But, he said, that would have been ‘“‘a betrayal of 
Christ.’ 

U.S. foreign policy has also been affected by 
Archbishop Romero. A few months before his death he 
wrote Pres. Jimmy Carter, asking him to stop sending 
arms to El Salvador. The weapons supplied by the U.S. 
were being used to kill innocent civilians he said. 

During the years since then, the U.S. bishops have 
continued to urge the U.S. government to stop 
supplying arms to Central America. The exact impact of 
Archbishop Romero’s appeal can’t be measured, but 
there are good reasons to believe that only the opposition 
of the U.S. Catholic bishops, and other religious 
leaders, has kept the U.S. from getting involved in a 
Vietnam-style war in Central America. - 

People who heard Archbishop Romero’s homilies 
often remarked how central the Resurrection was to his 
faith. Surrounded by a blood-bath, he nevertheless saw 
the Resurrection not only as something which had 
happened, but also as something which was happening. 
For him Easter was proof that those who trust in the 
power of truth and justice will win in the end. 

His own life seems to indicate he was right.

American family resiliency 


In assessing changes in society that affect family life 
and in searching out some positive implications for the 
future, I begin with two premises: (1) the family has not 
radically changed, and (2) the natural resilience of the 
family as an institution will enable it to adapt and adjust 
and thus survive societal change. 

As we approach the year 2000 the family is certainly 
different than it was in 1950. 

American couples are marrying at a later age. One 
might think that higher age at marriage would mean 
more marital stability, but the U.S. has one of the 
highest divorce rates in the world. Some demographers 
estimate that almost one-half of recent marriages will 
end in divorce. While churches and religious institutions 
seem more tolerant of divorce, the incidence of divorce 
is lower among couples of the same faith and among 
those with a higher degree of religiosity. 

Since the 1960s the U.S. birthrate has steadily 
declined to its present level of 1.8 children per family — 
less than the 2.1 children necessary to maintain 
population stability. Couples are delaying the first birth 
and putting greater space between births. The result is 
smaller family size, and in many cases no children at all. 
At the same time, social values that once gave status to 
infants and children and directed the organization of 
social life in support of motherhood and parenting have 
fallen out of favor. 

One of the major philosophical antagonists to the 
family is the popular conception of individualism. Not 
all traditions of individualism are objectionable of 
course. But our national institutions have become more 
secularist, our juridical and legal institutions seem 
unable or unwilling to strike a balance between the 
common good and individual rights, and our cultural 
traditions giving special status to the family as the 
primary social institution have eroded. 

If the story ended here the outlook would indeed be 
bleak. But the ideolgies are being questioned, if not 
generally challenged, and there are efforts underway to 
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restore a more value-oriented approach to marriage and 
family life. 

Ultimately, it is the adjustment that husband and wife 
must make. to preserve mutuality and intimacy that is 
really the challenge. Marriage is, after all, a relationship 
based on love and intimacy. It grows and develops as a 
couple learns to communicate and work out the 
responsibilities of married life. 

® Marriage is a communion of persons, mutually 
committed to each other in a permanent and exclusive 
interpersonal relationship. For Christians, marriage is a 
sacrament. 

¢ The cohesive quality of the marriage relationship is 
conjugal love, a love that implies maturity, freedom, 
and an ability to sacrifice. The only place in which this is 
realized is marriage. 

© Marriage and conjugal love create an openness to 
childbearing and childrearing. There is an inherent 
connection between conjugal love and parenting, which 
in the Christian tradition has always placed a high value 
on the child. 

¢ Understanding the link between intimacy and 
childbearing demands respect for sexuality and for the 
integrity of sexual intercourse as both love-giving and 
life-giving. 

* Christian marriage is a unique and special path to 
holiness. The commitment to and pursuit of holiness 
enables couples to transcend failure, to reconcile with 
God and each other, to re-grasp their values and to 
practice virtue.

“‘We could really help the local situation,’’ Ertle said, 
because a city trust fund would eliminate the time- 
consuming red tape connected to federal housing funds. 

A “‘good’’ proposal for such a trust fund is expected to 
be approved by the city Housing Commission soon and 
would ultimately come before the City Council, she 
said. 

““We hope to generate interest (among) Catholics, 
especially to let politicians know they care. We need to 
let leaders know we care,”’ she said. 

“‘For about nine years, the Catholic Church has been 
really focusing on low-income housing,”’ said Ertle. 

““We have to respect the right of people to have a 
place to live if we want them to develop a life ethic,’’ she 
said referring to the U.S. church’s Respect Life 
program that begins Oct. 7. 

Ertle, a member of the Peace and Justice Commission 
for five years, has been on its staff the last two years.

Counseling helps serve refugees’ mental health

and intervention, he said. Refugees can 
join the counseling program to help prevent 
mental health disorders, or the agency will 
step in to intervene if a problem is 
discovered, he said. 

Orientation meetings are held on a 
weekly basis for new refugees. Due to the 
nature of their cultures, some refugees have 
to be oriented to the idea of personal 
counseling, said Moredock. They are no 
longer provided with advice from the 
family or village elders, he said. 

The program is staffed by a licensed 
clinical psychologist, Julie Georgeski, and 
five para-professionals. Para- 
professionals, she explained, do not have 
any certification in psychology but have 
been trained by in counseling techniques. 

The para-professionals conduct one-on- 
one counseling and group sessions under 
Georgeski’s supervision. 

Para-professional Deacon Peter 
Nguyen, of Our Lady of the Sacred Heart 
Church, San Diego, conducts group 
sessions for Amerasian youth and young 


adults. 

The most common problems the 
Amerasian youth experience are cultural 
adjustment, searching for an identity, and 
some suffer from psychosomatic symptoms 
in connection to reaction to stress, he 
related. 

Deacon Nguyen told Southern Cross Oct. 2 
that he makes home visits in addition to 
conducting group and individual sessions. 

“T sit down and listen to them. I also talk 
to them about education, how to get along 
with Americans and I try to explain the 
American way of life.’’ 

Deacon Nguyen also said he tries to get 
them involved in various activities such as 
Bible study at Our Lady of the Sacred 
Heart Church. ‘‘I teach them how to use 
the Gospel in their daily life,’’ he said. 

The group also takes trips to various sites 
in San Diego — the beach, the mountainsin 
Julian, Old Town — to experience the 
area, he said. 

There are about 34 Amerasians that 
participate in the counseling program. 
Some of them help Deacon Nguyen

Diego Soviet arts festival, Nov. 12, is

I. Brent Eagen, chair of the Vesper 
committee, announced last week. 

““We’re hoping for 5,000 people, which 
would be capacity for the (Balboa Park) 
Organ Pavilion’’ where the service will be 
conducted at 4 p.m., said Msgr.

The prayers, reflecting a variety of 


n religious traditions, will be presented in the 
Ss order that the religions developed 
7 historically, beginning with a Hindu 


prayer followed by Buddist, Jewish and 
Islamic prayers. 

The focal point of the ceremony will be 
the ‘‘Great Vespers Service’’ celebrated by 
a representative of the Russian Orthodox 
Church. 

The committee is hoping that the 
Patriarch of the Georgian Orthodox 
Church will be able to travel from the Soviet 
Republic of Georgia to attend. 

Classical music is expected to be an 
integral part of the Vesper service with 
some choir music, including by a youth 
choir, to be in English. 

The service, which is free and open to 
the public, will conclude with the 
congregation singing ‘‘Let There Be 
Peace on Earth.”’ 

Msgr. Eagen said his chairing the 
Vespers committee resulted from his 
acceptance as a member at large of the Arts 
Festival Advisory Committee. 

San Diego Mayor Maureen O’Connor 
asked the priest to coordinate a prayer 
service for peace at the end of the festival 
and then the Inter-Religious Vesper 
Committee was formed, he related. 

An invitation to participate in the 
service was mailed to all religious groups 
in San Diego County with 92 responding 
as of Sept. 26, Msgr. Eagen said.

TEXAS — After 17-year-old Raul 
Gomez had been pulled to safety from a 
Texas school bus that was knocked into a 
40-foot-deep watery gravel pit, he climbed 
back into the bus to rescue two sisters and a 
brother. 

““He went back in to save them. All three 
made it. His sister, Elizabeth, is in critical 
condition ... But Raul never came out,”’ 
Cynthia Cantu, 17, one of the bus acciden: 
survivors, told Catholic News Service in a 
Sept. 27 telephone interview. 

Gomez, a close friend of Cantu, was one 
of seven teenagers whose funerals were held 
late September at St. Martin de Porres 
parish in Alton, Texas. 

The tragedy has rocked the south Texas 
community of 3,000 that is located in the 
Rio Grande Valley about 10 miles from the 
U.S.-Mexico border. 

Nineteen children, ranging in age from 
12 to 17, were killed in the Sept. 21 accident 
in which a school bus was broadsided bya 
soft-drink delivery truck that ran a stop 
sign. The impact knocked the school bus off 
a 30-foot cliffinto a gravel pit containing 10 
feet of water.

Trip to mark first papal 
flight over Soviet Union 


VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul 
IT’s Oct. 7-16 international trip will include 
the first papal flight over the Soviet Union, 
the Vatican announced. 

The flight plan will allow Pope John Paul 
to send a radio message to the Soviet people 
and President Mikhail Gorbachev. This is 
a standard practice when the pope flies over 
a country. 

The Sept. 29 Vatican announcement 
comes at a time of growing understanding 
between the Vatican and the Soviet Union. 
Several days earlier, Soviet and Vatican 
officials met to discuss a summit meeting 
between the pope and Gorbachev. The 
Soviet leader is expected to meet the pope at 
the Vatican at the end of November during 
a state visit to Italy.

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Know how to say ‘no’ 


“Just say no.’’ Those ads make it 
sound pretty easy. Merely pronounce the 
magic word, ‘‘no’’ and the peer pressure 
melts away. Unfortunately, in the real 
world of real teens, life isn’t that simple. 
““No”’ is not a magic word, and even after 
you say it, you may find yourself doing a 


@*t of explaining. 


If your friends are drinking or using 
drugs and you don’t go along with them, 
you can feel like the oddball. That has 
nothing to do with how strong or weak a 
person you are. Everybody wants to be 
liked, to fit in, and going your own way 
takes effort and determination. 

It is even harder when the other kids 
try changing your mind. Nobody thinks, 
“‘Golly, I sure hope you get addicted and 
drop out of school,’’ or ‘‘Let’s see if we 
can get Martha drunk and then watch her 


@ =| “each her car.”’ 
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Rather, they’re just being friendly, and 
truly believe that you will enjoy whatever 
they are offering. They think you’ll have 
a better time at the party after a few beers 
or a few lines. 

Once you say no, somebody is likely to 
ask ‘‘Why not?’’ That’s when the 
conversation can get tense. Lots of 
explanations teens give are perfectly true, 
but they just make things worse. 

For example, many teens don’t use 
alcohol or drugs for moral reasons; they 


Bhink it is the wrong thing to do. 


However, if you say, ‘Only immoral 
lowlifes drink beer,’’ you will probably 
encounter some resistance. Nobody likes 
hearing that what they are doing is 
wrong. Using a moral argument only 
makes your social situation worse, as the 
others work on convincing you, and 
themselves, that what they are doing is 


OK. 


Another hopeless approach is 
predicting the dreadful consequences of 
using drugs or alcohol. ‘‘You’ll end up 

@opping out of school and wasting your 
life’? may or may not be an accurate 
prediction, but it will certainly provoke a

debate. The same is true for other 
predictions, from ‘‘Your father will kill 
you”’ to ‘This stuff will rot your brain.’’ 

Such arguments don’t work, because 
teens believe those things will happen to 
somebody else, not to them. The harder 
you argue your point, the harder they will 
insist that it won’t happen. 

So, what do you say? Just saying no 
isn’t enough, and ‘‘Buzz off, you creep, I 
never want to see your druggie face 
again’ is a bit too much. How do you 
turn down drugs or alcohol in a way that 
makes it clear that you have made up 
your mind without putting others on the 
defensive? 

Instead of arguing about the morality 
or the safety of what your friends are 
doing, keep the focus on yourself, on your 


own tastes and preferences. Instead of 
saying no, say, ‘‘I don’t like it.’’ It isn’t 
magic, but it works. 


Others can quarrel about what is right 
and wrong, but they can’t dispute what 
you like or dislike. Taste is personal, and 
not debatable in the same way as 
predictions of the future. So keep it 
simple. 

If they offer you beer, and you don’t 
want any, say “‘I don’t like it’’ or “‘It 
tastes gross!’’ If you are offered Crystal 
Meth, for example, say ‘‘I don’t like the 
way it makes me feel,’’ or ‘‘I can’t stand 
anything that makes me dizzy. I just hate 
that feeling.”’ 

After you have made the decision not to 
use drugs or alcohol, you will need to say

Catholics send relief 
for victims of Hugo

Money, food, walkie-talkies, 
tarpaulins, generators, other materials 
and some trained workers are being sent 
by Catholics to the Caribbean and the 
Carolinas to help the thousands of victims 
of Hurricane Hugo. 

Visitors to the devastated areas, 
including Cardinal Bernard F. Law of 
Boston and Father Edward J. Slattery, 
head of the Catholic Church Extension 
Society, have told of the destruction and 
suffering they saw. 

The Washington-based National 
Catholic Disaster Relief Committee Sept. 
28 announced ‘“‘three major initiatives’’ it 
was taking in response to the havoc 
wreaked on St. Croix and St. Thomas in 
the Virgin Islands. 

Father Slattery, who had returned to 
his Chicago headquarters from Puerto 
Rico and St. Croix where he delivered 
$100,000, said he planned to go to South 
Carolina in the next week to see what help 
his society can bring there. 

South Carolina Gov. Carroll Campbell 
has said 60,000 people in his state were 
left homeless, 500,000 were displaced and 
270,000 were put out of work by the 
hurricane, which hit at Charleston with 
winds clocked at 135 mph. 

Damage to church-owned property in 
the state was estimated to be in the 
millions, with total destruction from the 
hurricane said to be in the billions of 
dollars. 

Other Catholic agencies and dioceses 
are rallying to raise money and goods to 
go for relief of storm victims, most of 
whom as of Sept. 29 still had no 
electricity, only emergency water and 
food supplies, and limited shelter. 


Hugo for a week moved across the 
Atlantic, struck Guadeloupe and 
Montserrat, ravaged St. Croix, then St. 
Thomas and northwest Puerto Rico for 
12 hours on Sept. 18 and did not peter out 
as a tropical storm in the Midwest of the 
United States until Sept. 23. 

Father Slattery told Catholic News 
Service that he went down to Puerto Rico 
“‘with a check for $50,000 to help the 
homeless, because 12,000 were homeless, 
and the cardinal (Luis Aponte Martinez 
of San Juan) asked if he could use the 
money for food and medicine because 
they needed it immediately.”’ 

Another $50,000 in Extension funds 
was promised to Bishop Sean O’ Malley of 
St. Thomas for emergency aid, Father 
Slattery said. 

Some $4 million alone will be needed 
over the next few years to rebuild 
churches in the Virgin Islands. 

But reopening schools, in tents, will be 
the first priority, he said, because all 
schools were destroyed.
